REASONS FOR ‘YES’ VOTE ON BOND 
ISSUE SUMMARIZED FOR TAXPAYERS 


“(This is the fifth in a series of brief, informative articles 
designed to acquaint Upland citizens with all the facts in the 
$152,000 sewage bond election which will be held Aug. 24. Others 
will follow from time to time.) 

An affirmative vote on the proposition to bond Upland 
for its $152,000 share of the proposed new sewage treatment 
plant is essential because: 

1. The present sewage disposal plant is uneconomical | 
to repair, and even after alterations would soon be inade- | 


quate in view of this area's steadily increasing population. | 


2. Maintenance of present health standards dictates the 
erection of a new plant. State and county health authorities | 
have strongly hinted that present conditions will not be toler- 
ated for long. 

3. If the community fails to vote bonds, Ontario will 


charge a seven percent annual interest rate on 28 percent, 


of the total cost of the plant. The 28 percent figure is arrived 
Upland would thus soon pay more 
than $152,000 without acquiring any share of the plant. 

4. The plan to bond the whole city and to assess a 
50-cent-per-month service charge against users, represents 
a compromise felt to be just and equitable. In this way all | 
ciitzens will pay an additional three cents in taxes annually. | 
Those actually benefiting will pay more, and justly so, coun- 
cilmen feel. 

5. The money paid by users through the service charge | 
will go into a special fund to be used for retiring the bonds. | 
A sum in excess of $1100 monthly is expected to be derived | 
from this source. 

6. .Ontario has long since voted her share, amounting | 
to $450,000. This sum was approved by voters at the April | 
13 municipal election by a huge majority. 

Upland must have increased sewage facilities. A “yes” 
vote at the August 24 election is the best and most econom- 
ical way to get them.

SAN FRANCISCO, (#)—Un- 
dulant fever is 60 times as prev- 
alent as it was 20 years ago, 
when it first became a reportable 
disease, Dr.- James H. Steele, 
ehief veterinarian of the U. S.

This disease now is one of the 
“big three” which affect both ani- 
mal and man, Dr. Steele said in 
a paper prepared for the Ameri- 
can veterinary medical associa- 
tion.

Undulant fever, sometimes 
called Brucellosis, malta fever or 
milk fever, can be passed to hu- 
mans in raw milk but the great 
percentage of human infections 
come from direct contact with the 
animals, Dr. Steele said.

The West, which fought the war 
without any aim except uncondi- 
tional surrender and a permanent 
Big Three alliance, having achiev- 
ed the former has entered every 
conference in the hope of fur- 
thering or restoring the later. 

But though one can have an en- 
emy against his will, one cannot 
have any ally against his will 
‘he Soviets never counted on post- 
wa continuance of the great pow- 
er alliance. It is against com- 
munist theory, according to which 
“bourgeois” 
enemies of the Soviet Union. 

‘yhe wartime alliance, in Soviet 
eyes, Was useful only as a means 


of destroying the most immed- 
lately inimical “bourgeois” state 
fascist Germany. In Soviet 


theory all capitalist or non-com- 
miinist states are “fascist”. 
Therefore, in Soviet eyes, the war 
eliminated only one enemy, leav- 
ing the allies in the German role. 

The Soviets do not want war, 
and know perfectly well that the 
allies do not. On this 
that democracies want peace at
